bid tendency , xvhile, o n the co ntrary , 
in the g en u s h o mo 
, as Dr. Cio ns to n 
remark» , there seems to be “a special 
tendency 
fo r members o f 
neuro tic 
families to interm arry .” 
The result o f 
this will bo that in so me po rtio ns o f 
the po pulatio n the o ffspring o f such 
marriages will sho w' the evil results o f 
it to an unusual extent. 
And thus we 
find that in rural, and especially in 
mo untaino us districts, where the po pu­ 
latio n is small and fixed, the co mpara­ 
tive amo unt o f idio cy is greater than 
elsewhere. 
Statistical info rmatio n is 
inadequate o n the subject; the mo tio n 
to include it in the census returns o f 
England 
was 
rejected “amidst the 
sco rnful laughter o f the Ho use, o n tho 
gro und that the idle curio sity o f specu­ 
lative philo so phers 
was no t to bo 
gratified.” 
In France the returns have 
given rise to vario us estimates (vary ing 
fro m 9 -10 to 
2} o r 3 per cent. ) o f tne 
frequency o f co nsanguineo us marriages. 
Mr. G. H. Darwin came to the co n­ 
clusio n that in Lo ndo n 1| per cent, o f 
all 
marriages 
were 
between 
first 
co usins, in suburban districts 2 per 
cent., and in rural districts 
2} per cent. 
If, no w', we ascertain the ratio o * 
idio ts and insane patients that are the 
o ffspring o f such marriages to tho 
to tal number o f patients in the asy lums, 
we will have so me means o f estimating 
the results o f co nsanguinity . 
Fro m 
quite an extended series o f reco rds it 
is co ncluded that the ratio just referred 
to in the idio t asy lums is fro m 3 to 5 
percent., hence “first-co usin marriages, 
at any rate, are to so me extent favo r­ 
able *to the pro ductio n o f idio t chil­ 
dren.” 
But this co nclusio n must he 
tempered by the co nsideratio n thm iu 
a large number o f such cases o f idio cy 
and imbecility o ther causes fo r th:s 
co nditio n are present ; and this c m- 
sithuatio u leads Dr. A. Mitchell to tne 
o pinio n that “under favo rable ^co ndi­ 
tio ns o f life the apparent ill effects o f 
co nsanguineo us 
marriages ,7r*Te (r-T 
quentlv almo st nil* while, if th*' chil­ 
dren Were ill-fed, badly ho used and 
clo thed, the evil might beco me very 
m arked.” Fro m such facts and figure 
we max’ co nclude that first-co usin nun* 
riages sho uld, as a rule, be disco uraged , 
but that, if clo se scrutiny reveals ne 
heritable weakness, neuro tic o r o ther­ 
wise, tho banns need no t invariably bo 
fo rbidden. —

ent way out is in tho invention of an ink 
that will endure but for a season, and 
fading out leave no vostige behind 
which photography , tho microscope or 
the chemist can tract*.

inflicted and win the blessing of pros­ 
perity .

Oliv er F, Cromwell was born at 
Huntingdon, April 25,1550. 
As soon 
as he had rested himself a little, he be­ 
gan to look about him and prepare to 
sock his person into a niche in history. 
Ho was a son of Robert Cromwell, and 
grandson of Sir Henry Cromwell. 
He entered Sidney Sussex College 
af the age of 17 years, and began to get 
solid with the President. 
At college 
Mr. Cromwell was noted for his dev o­ 
tion to his studies and the length of 
time he could wear his linen without 
l>eing mobbed. 
It is said of Cromwell 
that he managed to sav e enough out of 
his laundry expenses to buy himself a 
matriculation and a house and lot on 
tho day of his graduation. 
In 1020 he married Elizabeth Bour- 
chier, on which occasion he and his 
w'if© receiv ed a triple-plated butter 
dish, three card receiv ers, and a photo­ 
graph album. They then settled dowm, 
Cromwell was a member of Parlia­ 
ment for elev en years at one pop. and

sea. 
Gonzales was ov ercome by a 
deadly sickness ’which almost caused 
him to fall from the rock. 
Recov ering, 
he started to descend by tho path he 
had climbed, but found the rock had 
been rent in twain, leav ing a Assure 
ten feet wide, w hich accounted for the 
report he liml heard. 
He managed to 
regain lev el ground, and, remounting 
his horse, rode rapidly in search of his 
herders. 
He 
found 
some 
sheep, 
scattered and bleating with fright, but 
no herders were in sight. 
A short dis­ 
tance farther lie was horrified to find 
tho body of one of the men stretched 
upon tho ground, dead.

plausible theory that Gonzales could 
form was that they died of extieme 
fright caused by the terrible conv ul­ 
sions of tlie elements which he himself 
had witnessed. 
The terrified expres­ 
sions of the dead men’s features sus 
tained this theory.

The Scotch now espoused the cause 
of Charles II., and it became a contest 
jetween the Cromwell Close Commun­ 
ion Baptists, who wished to immerse 
the land in gore, and the Royal Presby­ 
terians. 
Cromwell 
was 
now' made 
com* 
mander-in-chief, w ith $200 a month and 
a horse to ride. 
At Dunbar Gen. Cromwell engaged 
the royal forces in a hand-to-hand con­ 
flict on the 3d of September, 1650, at 
which time he took 10,000 prisoners. 
In April, 1653, he dissolv ed the long 
Parliament, 
commonly 
called 
the 
Rump, telling each Rumpist that his 
serv ices would not be required any 
longer, and that he had better go home 
and hoe his corn. 
A new' Parliament 
was then summoned, and Cromw ell be­ 
came the lord protector of the common­ 
wealth, with an office ov er the First 
National Bank. 
He w'as offered the job of king on the 
day shift that fall, but he said no, he 
preferred the position he then occupied, 
for he hated the trappings of royalty. 
It k said that he took the ermine off 
the edges of Charles II.*s reigning robe 
and made ear tabs for the poor, but 
this may be untrue. 
Still he had a 
great contempt for royalty, nev er hav ­ 
ing published a book on that plan. 
Cromwell was stigmatized of course 
by the Royalists, but he nev er lost a 
day’s work or a meal’s v ictuals on that 
account, as Carlyle puts it. 
As soon as 
he found that he was stigmatized he 
would put a moist chew' of tobacco on 
the place, take a large drink of Scotch 
whisky with a little ginger ale on the 
side, and you wouldn’t know' that lie 
had ev er been stigmatized. 
He was long regarded by historians 
as a man of cruel temper and mediocre 
talent3, but it is now thought that he 
wan extremely otherwise. 
Col. Crom­ 
well had his failings, it is true, and of 
course bv many he will ev er be re­ 
garded with loathing, av ersion, and 
other things of that kind, but he was 
not what might be called a mediocre 
man, bv anv means. 
On the ‘contrary, he thought the 
world of his wife, and inv ariably spent 
his ev enings at home. 
Cromwell died on the 3d day of 
September, A. D., 1658 , and people 
came for thirteen miles and brought 
their dinners in order to attend the 
funeral and see what kind of a sarco­

Home-made preserv es, pickles, jel­ 
lies, etc., hav e always found ready sale 
ut good prices. 
Why should not liome- 
dried frjit rank with them? It seems 
to me that here is a promising opening 
for energetic, capable women. 
But the 
work must be properly done. 
Good, 
ripe fruit must be always used, and it 
must be dried quickly lest it be tough 
à nd dark-colored. 
Home fruits are im­ 
prov ed by boiling for a few minutes in 
a rich sirup ; others are best when dried 
simply in their own juices. 
Fancy 
fruits for desserts are in high fav or, 
and are especially welcome when fresh 
fruit is not to be obtained. 
They 
should be packed in small boxes, with 
thin paper between the layers and on 
the top, thus tickling the eye as well as 
the palate. 
Priv ate customers should 
be found in ev ery neighborhood to con­ 
sume nearly all of such fruit that o n e 
woman could furnish, and there is 
small doubt that after her reputation 
shall hav e been established and her 
trade-mark become known she would 
find her hands full to supply the de­ 
mand. 
At all ev ents it is W'orth a trial.

With regard to the cru elties so often 
|ken of in connection with seal- * 
ing, nothing, Capt. Gray states, ! 
cou ld exceed the atrocities common j 
some years ago, mid the sight of tho 
infant seals, often shockingly wou nded, 
deprived of the mother seals which 
gave them their su stenance was pite­ 
ou s in the extreme. 
8ince the close 
time was institu ted, however, 
the 
you ng seals are old enou gh to be killed 
for their skins, and there are no su ch 
harrowing sights to be seen on the ice 
as was formerly the case, becau se, in 
fact, you ng and old are slau ghtered 
together—“every 
mortal 
tiling, 
in 
short, is cleaned off the ice.** 
As soon as the ships have got into 
the center of a pack of seals all hands 
are sent over the ice at break of day, 
each armed with a bu tcher’s knife and 
steel, a seal-clu b, and what is known 
among the sailors as a “i owrio tow”— 
a rope abou t five fathoms long, so 
called from the name Lowrie (or Law­ 
rence)—common among tho Shetland- j 
era. 
The men immediately scatter 
themselves over the ice and kill tho 1 
first you ng seals they find, flench them, 
leaving the blu bber adhering to tho 
skins, and then, attaching them to the 
“Lowrie tow,” drag them to the ship. 
This goes on from day to day, from 
daylight to dark, as long as there are 
any seals to kill. The ship is then pu t 
into as snpg qu arters as she can get 
among tho ice, and all hands are em­ 
ployed from morning to night separat­ 
ing the blu bber from the skin. 
Tlio 
skins are salted away by themselves 
and the blu bber is pu t into the ship’s 
tanks and scaled u p for the voyage, to 
be boiled into oil on reaching home. 
Since steam was introdu ced, how­ 
ever, a vessel can follow the seals and 
go as fast as they do. 
Tho seals, in 
fact, are allowed no rest on the ice, 
and so hard have they been perse­ 
cu ted that they have changed their dis­ 
positions and will hardly take the ice 
at all. 
“We will see them sometimes 
standing u p on the ice like men, look- j 
ing at the ships coming u p, when we 
requ ire a powerfu l telescope to see 
them. 
Twenty years ago it was no u n- i 
common thing for the seven harpoon- j 
ers belonging to a ship to shoot 1,000 
old seals in a single dav; now it is a i 
very fare thing indeed 
fo r a ship to I 
get 1,000 in a whole season .”— Pall j 
Mall Gazette.

The habit of smok ing cigarettes among 
ificials is alarmingly on the in- 
__ It is dno no doubt to the fact 
that the cigarette affords a means of sat­ 
isfying an appetite or craving for tobacco, 
lords enough pleasure for the 
to last for the time it is wanted. 
‘A cigar or a pipe is too much of a 
smok e, 
said an official talk ing to 
tm 
American representative about the mat­ 
ter, “in the office, where you are liable 
to be called on aft a moment’s notice by 
a lady or summoned Into the presence of 
a superior. In an emergency of the k ind 
the little thing can be thrown aside. The 
cigarette, you see, is cheap. A good 
cigar less than ten cents in price is not 
considered the thing to be seen in the 
mouth of an official with some authority. 
The cigarette also affords a little pleasure, 
and it Is very convenient.” 
The same argument was found to pre­ 
vail among all the officials who were 
seen using the little article. 
Army 
officers as a rule were noticed to be ad­ 
dicted largely to the habit of using the 
cigarette. They found it cheaper in the 
long run than cigars. 
It has now be­ 
come common among them to offer a 
friend a cigarette. If refused, the reply 
is: “Well, I used to smok e cigars, but I 
find the cigarette is more convenient. 
Nearly all the young men, and, in fact, 
not a few of the* old men in high social 
life can be seen smok ing them. 
At any 
one of the receptions it is customary now 
to see groups of men in the gentlemen s 
room puffing away vigorously on the 
little delight.” It is a rarity to see a 
cigar used on such occasions. A large 
tobacconist here stated in conversation 
to-day that the sale of cigarettes was 
enormous in this city and was not con­ 
fined to any class. He stated that the 
government clerk s bought largely of 
them, as they considered it much cheaper 
for them to use on the sly during office 
hours. — Washington Cor. Baltimore 
American.
